1790-1795 in Kentucky married Sarah "Sallie" (ROLLINS) (1783-1863) on 22 Nov 1809 in 
Washington County, Kentucky and is the son of Periah "Perry" and Margaret (SHUCK) Tharp.

What the above association reveals Charles and Lucy are not anywhere near where Reason Tharp 
and family are living. They are pages away. Therefore, I would rule them out as part of Reason's 
relatives. James, Lancin and William are near the same age group as Reason Tharp so they maybe 
brothers. Since Reason Tharp was age 24 when this census was taken, then potential fathers for him 
would be Perry and John Tharp. 

Since Reason Tharp married Elizabeth (TUCKER) daughter of Matthew and Mourning (SCOTT) 
Tucker in 1828, it would be a reasonable assumption they should be living near HER parents after the 
marriage and show up in the 1830 census on page 199 where Matthew Tucker and family are living. 
However, it appears Reason and Elizabeth moved near HIS parents by the 1830 census. 

Therefore, since Reason Tharp and family are only a few pages away from 4 Tharp family clusters, 
then your research should focus on Perry and John Tharp families. 
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Also, Reason named his first son William followed by Elias then James. Taking a road trip to 
Washington and Marion County, Kentucky should verify his parents.

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It now appears a majority of Tharps who were in the 1830 Washington County census, are now 
located in Marion County, Kentucky which was created from Washington County in 1834. They did 
not move but the "new" county was created around them by the 1840 census.

It appears Reason now age 34 moved near his father-in-law; Matthew Tucker by the 1840 census or 
vice versa. Since he has left the "nest" of Tharp families, then it still appears Perry Tharp could be his 
father. 

However, William Tharp who was age 30-39 in the 1830 census is now listed as 50-59 in the 1840 
census, which is in error because subsequent census records show his birth circa 1790. William 
Tharp was born circa 1790-1795 in Kentucky married Sarah "Sallie" (ROLLINS) (1783-1863) on 22 
Nov 1809 in Washington County, Kentucky and is the son of Periah "Perry" and Margaret (SHUCK) 
Tharp. Since William and Sarah were married after Reason Tharp's birth in 1806, then this eliminates 
them as his parents. 

1840-1844 Family Move 

From Marion County, Kentucky, United States to Callaway County, Missouri, United States 
Research Note 

It would be unreasonable to believe Reason Tharp and family moved to such an obscure location as 
Callaway County, Missouri without family assistance. Checking Marion County, Kentucky deed 
records should reveal when he sold his property and checking Callaway County, Missouri deed 
records should revel when he purchased property. This would give you an approximate departure 
date from Marion County and an approximate arrival date in Callaway County, Missouri. 

When looking at the Callaway County, Missouri deed records take notice of the "other" Tharp families 
who purchased property near or in the same location as Reason Tharp. You are trying to find out if 
Reason came to Missouri with family members and did they all settled in the same location? 

The 1850 census of Callaway County, Missouri does not show anyone fitting the age group who 
could have been the parents of Reason Tharp. 

Reason Tharp born 1806 should have parents born between 1750-1791 . Which brings us back to the 
1830 census showing Perry age 70-79 (1760-1769) and John Tharp age 40-49 (1781-1790) as a 
potential father. 
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Perry Tharp (1757-1845) married Margaret (SHUCH) (1768-1852) on 13 Dec 1785 in Jefferson 
County, Kentucky. Perry shows up in the 1810 census of Washington County, Kentucky with 3 sons 
less than 10 years of age and in the 1820 census of Washington County, Kentucky with 2 sons age 
10-15, which fits Reason Tharp's age group. Reason would have been 4 years old in the 1810 census 
and 14 years old by the 1820 census.

Reason and his sons, Elias and James, seem to have been farmers and raised tobacco along with 
cattle, hogs and crops. Although some in Missouri had slaves, there are none recorded for these 
Tharps. The girls in the families, Orynthia and Arabella, married well and were apparently highly 
regarded in the Readsville community.

After spending almost the whole day researching Reason Tharp I have arrived at two potential fathers 
for him. 

[1st] Periah "Perry" and Margaret (SHUCK) Tharp. Perry shows up in the 1810 census of 
Washington County, Kentucky with 3 sons less than 10 years of age and in the 1820 census of 
Washington County, Kentucky with 2 sons age 10-15, which fits Reason Tharp's age group. Reason 
would have been 4 years old in the 1810 census and 14 years old by the 1820 census.

The next is by the name of Margaret Tharp, who is more than 2 years younger 
than Polly Tharp and the next is Andrew Tharp who was 48 in the month of October last and the next 
was by the name of Jeremiah, who now lives in the state of Missouri, is about 40 years of age. 

She states that her marriage took place before January 1794. That her husband died 13 November 
1845. signed Margaret Tharp She was unable to appear in court so she made her declaration before 
a Justice of the Peace near her, that she was unable to appear at the county seat of Marion County 
for it is with great difficulty that she can cross the Boyle County line which is near her residence 
where she lives. The county seat of Marion County, is about 14 miles from her home - the Rolling 
Fork has to be crossed many times in order to reach the Marion County seat and the roads over the 
hills and knobs is a bridle path. 

I believe her son Andrew Tharp who is now in my presence is about 48 years of age. 
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Deposition of Sally Taylor, taken in Boyle County Kentucky, 10 March 1846, states that she has 
known Perry and Margaret Tharp for about 55 years. Her oldest son was named John Tharp and if 
now living would be about the age of 58. And knows that her youngest child was born the same 
winter that deponent's child was born, which would be age 40 years ago December 22 last and knows 
that Perry Tharp joined the church to which this deponent belonged at a great revival in Mercer 
County Kentucky and his sons were there, will grown youths and deponent so states positively from 
this fact of her son Barrister was then a baby and is now near the age of 45.

(now KY) near Stanford, KY and then to Marion County, KY.

Perry Tharp is one of the most mis-catorgorized ancestors because of his military records in the Rev. 
War. For decades there were two Tharp soldiers whose files were merged together in error. One was 
Paul Tharp and the other my ancestor, Perry Tharp. This has been compounded by the grave site of 
Perry Tharp being labeled Peter Tharp.

Perry Tharp was a Revolutionary soldier, enlisting in 1776 in Monongahela, Pennsylvania in the 8th 
Pennsylvania Line Regiment. He was engaged in such battles as: Bound Brook, Paoli and 
Germantown, all occurring in 1777. Perry Tharp is listed in several of the books concerning the 8th 
PA Reg. The Eight was ordered to march to New Brunswick, New Jersey in November of 1776 and 
endured loss of life, horrendous weather conditions and much hardship. It is believed that he was 
present during the infamous winter of Valley Forge. Perry Tharp spent the remainder of his military 
duty in Pennsylvania and Ohio and was discharged from the army in 1783 in Pittsburg, Pennsylvania 
after serving 7 years in the service. 

According to KY Genealogist sources, there were 2 pension files merged for Perry Tharp of 
Pennsylvania, however, in 1954 they were separated into two files. The pension file numbers are as 
follows: 

1. His pension record is number W2973 with a widow, Margaret paid thru Louisville, Kentucky. 
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2. Another pension file S22551 for Paul Tharp alias Perry Tharp whose pension was paid by a 
Pennsylvania agency. Paul Tharp applied for a pension on 4 June 1833, a resident of Union 
Township, Fayette County, Pennsylvania. He was born in Woodbridge, Middlesex County, New 
Jersey in 1748. While a resident of Yorktown York County, Pennsylvania, he enlisted and served a 
year as a private in Capt. Daudel's and Capt. Miller's Company. He engaged in the battle of Long 
Island and in the rifle regiment of Col. Thompson and Col. Hand. Following those exploits he was in 
the Battle of Brandywine and Monmouth. In his 1829 application he referred to his wife Isabella about 
60 and his son-in-law, not named. His pension's approval took several years to be approved because 
his records were confused with Perry Tharp. 

Perry Tharp also gave depositions for Paul Tharp and vice-versa, probably because of the mix-up in 
pension records. Perry Tharp was recorded as: Piriah Tharp, Periah Tharp, Parra Tharp, and various 
variations of Tharp. The Shuch family rallied around Perry and Margaret, with both Andrew Shuch 
and William Shuch giving depositions. 

Others besides Perry Tharp mentioned in or giving depositions: Hugh McElroy, Philip Walker, 
Margaret Tharp, Terry Tharp, Andrew Such, Andrew Suck, A. D. Kirk, Perry Thorp, Margaret Suck, 
Margaret Such, C. H. Trabue, William Tharp, William L. Kelly, Abram Fulkerson, Thomas B. Nichols, 
Helen Brenton, A. D. Hiller, Jas.

Good detailed information concerning Perry and Margaret but when listing children Margaret's 
affidavit of 1846 states they had 1 1 children. They have listed only 10 children maybe because 
Reason Tharp, who was dead by 1844 was overlooked as their 1 1th child 

[2nd] Potential Father of Reason Tharp. William and Sarah "Sallie" (ROLLINS) Tharp son of Perry 
and Margaret (SHUCK) Tharp. In the 1820 census William is showing a son in Reason Tharp's age 
bracket 10-15 years of age. 

William Tharp was born circa 1790-1795 in Kentucky married Sarah "Sallie" (ROLLINS) (1783-1863) 
on 22 Nov 1809 in Washington County, Kentucky and is the son of Periah "Perry" and Margaret 
(SHUCK) Tharp. Since William and Sarah were married after the birth date of Reason Tharp in 1806, 
then this eliminates them as his parents.

The order of the children is subject to change since we are working with faulty sources. 

In the 1846 affidavit, Margaret states the following... " And knows that her youngest child was born the 
same winter that deponent's child was born, which would be age 40 years ago December 22 last" 

Jeremiah was born in 1808 according to the census records, but in her affidavit she states he was 
born after Andrew who was born 1797 and she states Jeremiah would have been 40 years old in 
1846. This places his birth circa 1806. Also, Jeremiah died after 1870 so she would not have been 
talking about him being the youngest child as stated above. 

However, if Reason Tharp born in 1806 was the youngest child she was talking about, he was born in 
January 1806 in the dead of winter as she described. The affidavit was in 1846 and 40 years ago 
would have been 1806. Since Reason had died in 1844, then it looks like she was talking about him. 

With the above preponderance of evidence it appears Reason Tharp born 1806 fits very nicely into 
the Perry and Margaret (SHUCK) Tharp family of Washington County, Kentucky. 

By using the process of elimination and circumstantial evidence it looks like we have a match. 

Yes, it would be nice to have a smoking gun, like Perry's will but since no one has produced same, 
then we only have what we have. I do not feel absolutely confident beyond a reasonable doubt to link 
Reason Tharp to this family but I feel others will find more evidence to confirm his rightful place with 
this family. 

At least I have given you a roadmap to pursue your research and confirm what I already think I know.

At the age of 19, Tom Pratt embarked on a 
career in law enforcement. This experience gave him 
training in detective and investigative skills. Little did 
Mr. Pratt know, how useful these skills would be in the 
field of genealogy. 

Tom Pratt started his family research career in 
1975 after becoming a member of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints. His first calling as a new 
member was to serve in the newly created 
genealogical department or known today as the Family 
History Center in the Springfield, Missouri ward.

Beginners and experienced researchers have found a treasure chest of knowledge 
when undertaking these courses. Mr. Pratt has taken the hobby of genealogy and has 
enhanced it into a science. Heavy on instructions concerning documentation, research 
procedures, alternative sources and common public records, this course is a valuable 
tool for the researcher. One of Mr. Pratt's favorite sections of the course is teaching 
researchers "how to stop" researching and compile their information for publication. 

Upon completion of the educational courses from the G enealoqical I nstitute , the 
graduate is awarded the M aster A ccreditation of the G enealogical I nstitute. (M .A.G.I.) 

This designation is eguivalent to a Doctorate Degree and signifies the recipient has 
been trained and demonstrated superior research technigues.
